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During  1982,  the  establishments  with  paid  employees  which  were  operating  primarily  as 
general  contractors,  operative  builders,  special  trade  contractors,  or  land  subdividers 
and  developers  had  business  receipts  of  $325.5  billion.   Of  this  amount,  $312.8  billion 
were  receipts  for  construction  work.   Their  payments  for  construction  work  subcontracted 
to  others  amounted  to  $77.0  billion  leaving  net  construction  receipts  of  about  $235.7 
billion.   Total  average  employment  was  4,361,852  employees  with  total  payroll  of  $79.1 
billion.   Value  added  for  1982  was  $148.1  billion. 

This  report  summarizes  the  data  from  the  preliminary  reports  already  published  for  each  of 
the  industries  covered  by  the  1982  Census  of  Construction  Industries.   Establishments  have 
been  classified  in  construction  industries  in  accordance  with  industry  definitions  de- 
scribed in  the  1972  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  Manual,  and  its  1977  supple- 
ment, published  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget,  Executive  Office  of  the  President. 

For  this  census,  a  "construction  establishment"  was  defined  as  a  relatively  permanent 
office  or  other  place  of  business  at  which  or  from  which  the  usual  business  activities 
related  to  construction  were  conducted.   A  separate  census  report  was  required  from  each 
establishment  but  not  from  each  construction  site.   Instead,  the  data  for  work  at  each 
site  were  included  in  the  report  from  the  appropriate  office  or  branch  office.   Foreign 
construction  activities  were  not  included  in  this  census. 

The  1982  estimates  for  establishments  with  paid  employees  in  all  of  the  construction 
industries  are  based  on  reports  from  a  probability  sample  of  approximately  172,000  estab- 
lishments selected  from  a  universe  of  about  498,000  construction  establishments  with 
payroll.   The  data  obtained  from  the  sample  were  weighted  to  represent  all  construction 
establishments  with  payroll.   Complete  descriptions  of  the  sampling  and  estimating  pro- 
cedures will  be  included  in  the  final  reports. 

Since  the  data  in  this  report  are  based  on  a  sample,  they  are  subject  to  sampling  varia- 
bility and  may  be  expected  to  differ  from  results  which  would  have  been  obtained  if  a 
complete  census  had  been  taken  using  the  same  questionnaires  and  procedures.   The  relative 
standard  error  shown  in  the  tables  is  a  measure  of  sampling  variability,  i.e.,  the  varia- 
tion that  might  occur  by  chance  because  only  a  sample  of  the  population  was  surveyed.

Construction  Industries  and  Subdividers  and  Developers 

During  1982,  the  establishments  with  paid  employees  which  were  operating  primarily  as 
general  contractors,  operative  builders,  special  trade  contractors,  or  land  subdividers 
and  developers  had  business  receipts  of  $325.5  billion.   Of  this  amount,  $312.8  billion 
were  receipts  for  construction  work.   Their  payments  for  construction  work  subcontracted 
to  others  amounted  to  $77.0  billion  leaving  net  construction  receipts  of  about  $235.7 
billion.   Total  average  employment  was  4,361,852  employees  with  total  payroll  of  $79.1 
billion.   Value  added  for  1982  was  $148.1  billion. 

This  report  summarizes  the  data  from  the  preliminary  reports  already  published  for  each  of 
the  industries  covered  by  the  1982  Census  of  Construction  Industries.   Establishments  have 
been  classified  in  construction  industries  in  accordance  with  industry  definitions  de- 
scribed in  the  1972  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  Manual,  and  its  1977  supple- 
ment, published  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget,  Executive  Office  of  the  President. 

For  this  census,  a  "construction  establishment"  was  defined  as  a  relatively  permanent 
office  or  other  place  of  business  at  which  or  from  which  the  usual  business  activities 
related  to  construction  were  conducted.   A  separate  census  report  was  required  from  each 
establishment  but  not  from  each  construction  site.   Instead,  the  data  for  work  at  each 
site  were  included  in  the  report  from  the  appropriate  office  or  branch  office.   Foreign 
construction  activities  were  not  included  in  this  census. 

The  1982  estimates  for  establishments  with  paid  employees  in  all  of  the  construction 
industries  are  based  on  reports  from  a  probability  sample  of  approximately  172,000  estab- 
lishments selected  from  a  universe  of  about  498,000  construction  establishments  with 
payroll.   The  data  obtained  from  the  sample  were  weighted  to  represent  all  construction 
establishments  with  payroll.   Complete  descriptions  of  the  sampling  and  estimating  pro- 
cedures will  be  included  in  the  final  reports. 

Since  the  data  in  this  report  are  based  on  a  sample,  they  are  subject  to  sampling  varia- 
bility and  may  be  expected  to  differ  from  results  which  would  have  been  obtained  if  a 
complete  census  had  been  taken  using  the  same  questionnaires  and  procedures.   The  relative 
standard  error  shown  in  the  tables  is  a  measure  of  sampling  variability,  i.e.,  the  varia- 
tion that  might  occur  by  chance  because  only  a  sample  of  the  population  was  surveyed. 

All  data  shown  are  based  on  current  dollars  for  the  years  specified  and  have  not  been 
adjusted  for  inflation.

Construction  Industries  and  Subdividers  and  Developers 

During  1982,  the  establishments  with  paid  employees  which  were  operating  primarily  as 
general  contractors,  operative  builders,  special  trade  contractors,  or  land  subdividers 
and  developers  had  business  receipts  of  $325.5  billion.   Of  this  amount,  $312.8  billion 
were  receipts  for  construction  work.   Their  payments  for  construction  work  subcontracted 
to  others  amounted  to  $77.0  billion  leaving  net  construction  receipts  of  about  $235.7 
billion.   Total  average  employment  was  4,361,852  employees  with  total  payroll  of  $79.1 
billion.   Value  added  for  1982  was  $148.1  billion. 

This  report  summarizes  the  data  from  the  preliminary  reports  already  published  for  each  of 
the  industries  covered  by  the  1982  Census  of  Construction  Industries.   Establishments  have 
been  classified  in  construction  industries  in  accordance  with  industry  definitions  de- 
scribed in  the  1972  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  Manual,  and  its  1977  supple- 
ment, published  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget,  Executive  Office  of  the  President. 

For  this  census,  a  "construction  establishment"  was  defined  as  a  relatively  permanent 
office  or  other  place  of  business  at  which  or  from  which  the  usual  business  activities 
related  to  construction  were  conducted.   A  separate  census  report  was  required  from  each 
establishment  but  not  from  each  construction  site.   Instead,  the  data  for  work  at  each 
site  were  included  in  the  report  from  the  appropriate  office  or  branch  office.   Foreign 
construction  activities  were  not  included  in  this  census. 

The  1982  estimates  for  establishments  with  paid  employees  in  all  of  the  construction 
industries  are  based  on  reports  from  a  probability  sample  of  approximately  172,000  estab- 
lishments selected  from  a  universe  of  about  498,000  construction  establishments  with 
payroll.   The  data  obtained  from  the  sample  were  weighted  to  represent  all  construction 
establishments  with  payroll.   Complete  descriptions  of  the  sampling  and  estimating  pro- 
cedures will  be  included  in  the  final  reports. 

Since  the  data  in  this  report  are  based  on  a  sample,  they  are  subject  to  sampling  varia- 
bility and  may  be  expected  to  differ  from  results  which  would  have  been  obtained  if  a 
complete  census  had  been  taken  using  the  same  questionnaires  and  procedures.   The  relative 
standard  error  shown  in  the  tables  is  a  measure  of  sampling  variability,  i.e.,  the  varia- 
tion that  might  occur  by  chance  because  only  a  sample  of  the  population  was  surveyed. 

All  data  shown  are  based  on  current  dollars  for  the  years  specified  and  have  not  been 
adjusted  for  inflation.
